EEC sides with U.S. 


LUXEMBOURG, April 22 (R)— Cora- 
mon Market foreign ministers ^reed Tues- 
^ on measures to back tbe United States in 
its dispute with Iran, informed sources said. 

But tbe sources said there would be no 
sp yifie reference to ending oil purchases 
from Iran, a point which had been contained 
in a British i»oposal. 

However, tbe sources said Common Mar- 
ket countries expected Iran to cut off oil sup- 
plies after tbe foreign ministers publish the 
text of their agreement later Tuesday. 

Tbe p l an , to be implemented in two stages, 
has been drawn up by British Foreign Secret- 
- uy Lord Carrin^Q. It provides first for a 
-reduction in tbe diplomatic staff of the nine 
P.F.r countries in Tehrain with a parallel 
-reduction in Iranian embassy staff in Western 
Europe, and for “coordinating views" on 
^rkring economic accords with Iran. 

British sources said these accords incited 
those governing oil imports and their revision 
muld mean an effective halt to purchases of 
l^an oil by Common Market countries. 

The Carter administration has cut coin- 
merdal and diplomatic ties with Iran and is 
seeking Western European support to gain 
the release of hostages held m the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran since Nov, 4. 

Briti^ sources said the second stage of the 
Carrington p lan would provide for a total 
trade embar^ with Iran, except for food and 
medical supplies. 

The sources said a delay was needed bet- 
ween the two stages in case some countries 


have to put the measures before their 
national parliaments for approval. 

Wen German sources said they believed 
the British plan had a good chance of success. 
West Germany has been pushing for firm 
European backing of the U.S. porition. 

Japtuiese Foreign' Minister Saburo Okita, 
who arrived in Luxembourg Monday to con- 
sult with his Common Market colleagues, 
agreed that Japan and the communiiy should 
stay in dose touch on measures to back tbe 
United States, Japanese sources said. 

Tbe Japanese minister met Luxembour|fs 
Deputy Prime Minister Gaston . Thom, 
Italian Foreign hCnisterEmilio Colombo and 
Lord Carrington Monday. 

Tbe sources said he was seeking meetings 
with the French and West German foreign 
ministers before leaving Luxembourg this 
morning. 

Britain has not suggested a deadline for tbe 
start of tbe sanctions if the some 50 American* 
hostages are not freed. 

But observer indicated that the EEC 
might toughen the proposals and set such a 
date. 

The EEC is expected to approve hs sanc- 
tions plan at a summit meeting of tbe nine 
natio^ beads of state in Luxembourg April 
27 and 28. 

Tbe proposals follow President Jimmy 
Cartel's call for U.S. aOJes to clamp sanctions 
on Iran in attempts to force a break in the 
more than five-month long bostage-taking 
crisis.

tion of the Palestinian problem, a PLO offi- 
cial said here. 

Naim Khader, Brussels representative of 
tbe PLO, told Reuters tbe plan was in tbe 
form of suggestions for an EEC initiative on 
the Middle East. 

He said tbe five points were the foOowin^ 

1 . Israel should withdraw to its boundaries 
before the 1S)67 war. 

2. Tbe occupied zones should come under 
tbe control of the United Nations, possibly 
with Arab League cooperation, for a period 
of up to one yem. 

3. Tbe U.N. should organize a referendum 
of an Palestinians to see what kind of gov- 
ernment they want. 

4. Should they choose independence, a 
state should be established in the Palestinian 
territories of tbe West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. 

5. Negotiations should then begin under 
U.N. auspices, involving the United States, 
the Soriet Union, The EEC countries and all 
concerned countries including tbe gove^ 
roent of tbe new state and Israel, to deal whh 


refugees, boundaries and other problems. 

Khader said the delegations, which would 
visit an EEC capitals except Copenhagen and 
Luxembourg, represented the Palestinian 
National Council (PNC), the Palestinian 
parliament-in-exile. 

The five-point plan, though not yet official 
PLO policy, represented official PLO sugges- 
tions for the EEC initiative, he said. 

Khader said the PLO hoped that the plan 
could be put into operation as soon as poss- 
ible.

Former President Ismail is a staunch Marx- 
ist and friend of the Soviet Union. Any illu- 
sions Muhammad may have been less com- 
mitted to a Marxist- Leninist line for his coun- 
try have been dialled by the announce- 
ment. 

South Yemen adopted Marxism-Leninism 
since the 1969 putsch that overthrew the 
'country s first president, Qahtan Muhammad 
Al-Shaabi, Salem Rubaye Ali came to power 
as president and Ismail as secretary general of 
the po>verfol patty. Muhammad became 
prime minister. 

The state began in 1969 large scale 
nationalizations of real estate, internal and 
foreign trade, means of transportation and 
retail trade of consumer goods and foods- 
tufis.

He 
thfn proceeded to accurately tell four 
lawyers in the room that they suffered 
from diabetes, and informed the court 
clerk he was sterile, the daily Al 
Gomhoujifa said. 

Abu Kaf maintained he was first con- 
tacted by the genie in the early 1970s. He 
was paralysed and she vx>wed to treat him 
if he married her daughter. He did, and 
^ has since watched over him and guided 
his healing abilities, the paper added.

Denmark, Irish Republic sign new oU contracts 


COPENHAGEN, April 22 (Agencies) — 
Denmark and the Irish Republic announced 
Tuesday the signing of contiacts with Saudi 
Arabia to supply the two countriu with oil. 

- Denmarif s iuntraet is for the purchase of 
one miiiinn toflS of Oil a year directly from the 
Kingdom over the next three years, a Danish 
Enmgy Ministiy Spokesman said. The Irish 
Republxf s contract will fill eight per cent of 
that countr/s oil needs up to 1982. 

llie Danish spetitesman said Denmark 
signed a contract effective June 1 which 
Denmark will import 20,000 baziels of Saudi 
Arabian oQ a day — abont six per cent of 
Danish consumption. 

The contract is between Denmarlf s state- 
owned Oil and Gas Transmission Company, 


(Dong), and Petromin. 

The state-to-state deal, by pasang the 
commercial oil companies, was finalized dur- 
ing a trip this week to Saudi Arabia by Energy 
N^ster Foul Nielson. He said on his return 
that tbe average price of $26 a barrel for our 
types of oil would save Denmark between 
$19 to 60 million in foreign currency annu- 
ally. 

Other deals with Middle East oil countries 
involving three million tons annually are 
being negotiated. When completed they will 
provide one-fifth of Denmark's oil ne^s. 

Irish Deputy Prime l^nister George Col- 
ley said the price ne^tiated for tbe oil was 
the cheapest available anywhere in the world 
and could weU mean subsmntial profits for 


the state oil company, tbe Irish National Pet- 
roleum Corporation (INPC), which con- 
cluded tbe deal. 

Under tbe contract Saudi Arabia will sup- 
ply about 500,000 barrels a year to the INPC, 
starting next October. Taken in conjunction 
with an arrangement made by INPC with Iraq 
a year ago, the deal means that the 
govemment-coniroUed oil firm will be able to 
guarantee 16 per cent of the republic's total' 
oil needs. 

The minister said that the continuing aim 
of the state oil company was to give a political 
and geographical spread to Ireland's oil sup- 
plies. T^re was no plan to usurp the role of 
the multi-national oil firms, but rather to 
supplement their function.

Ministry said.

Several injured in Algerian scuffles 


ALGIERS. April 22 (AFP) — Several 
people were injured in scufOes which fol- 
lowed the closing of the university of Hzi 
Ouzou in the Berber-speaking regioa east of 
this Algerian capital on Sunday, the Algerian 
news agency smd. 

But it denied anyone had been killed and 
gave no figures for the number of injured. 

The agency said Monday night the most 
seriously hurt were two security officers, one 
struck in the eye and the other sufiering from 
a bead injury. "One of these officers was 


struck by a foreign student who was studying 
at the university center of Hzi Ouzou," it 
added. 

The closure of the university followed stu- 
dent strikes — to press Berber cultural claims 
— which grew into a general strike in the 
town last week, the first of its size in post- 
independence Algeria. The higher education 
ministry announced the university had been 
“dosed temporarily" on Sunday night follow- 
ing “The illegal occupation of premises 
(reserved) for teaching."

ZURICH. Switzerland, April 22 ( AP) —

Demolition experts took the bomb, equip- 
ped with a timing dericc, to a special vault 
where it exploded before it could be defused. 
Police said there were no injuries. 

The incident occurred as Israelis were 
celebrating the creation of their state 32 years 
ago. Israel bad warned its citizens to be alert 
to possible attacks. 

Mosbe Eilat, spokesman for the Israeli 
state airline, said in Tel Ariv ii was believed 
Palestinian Commandos placed the bomb in 
tbe Germman's luggage without his know- 
ledge. A Swiss police spokesman said the 
26-year-oId German told investigators he 
was given the bag by a third person to take to 
Tel Aviv.

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DRIFT TOWARD CHAOS 


There Is a marked divergence between the American and 
the Western European perceptions of the crisis around the 
liostages held at the American embassy in Tehran. President 
Carter is warning that the next step in America's response 
might be a military one. Western Europe on the whole thinks 
that even economic steps are premature. The Europeans 
would like a two-month period of grace, during which the 
search for a solution is intensified. 

President Carter explains his sense of urgency by the possi- 
bifity of chaos in Iran — not the present disorders but an 
ultimate political and social disintegration — and the mortal 
danger in which this places the hosta^. This view is not 
shared by the Europeans. But their two- month period of delay 
before foey impose their sanctions mi^t have another 
motive: The two months will bring either a solution or an 
explosion. In both cases Europe woidd be seen to have kept its 
distance. 

W hile Europe continues with its balancing act — and the 
British plan was seen as a '‘golden mean" between those 
Europeans, such as the Germans, who are ready at present to 
proceed with sanctions, and those who, like the French, are 
opposed to any concrete step against Iran — events in Iran are 
once more showing a dangerous drift. 

While Ayatollah Khomeini, the resJ power in the land, 
continues with his policies in which no concession whatever is 
given either to internal or external considerations, large-scale 
^hting has once more erupted in Iranian Kurdistan, while 
universities throughout the rauntry have turned to battleg- 
rounds between Islamic militants and left-wing students. 

The left in Iran is by no means an important force at the 
moment, given the wave of Islamic milftanc^ sweeping the 
Dountry. But that does not mean that it is not waiting to take 
advantage of any precipitate action the delay in releasing the 
hostages might cause. It has the advantage of organization and 
long term planning; and Iran's present drift toward chaos is an 
ide^ environment as far as it is concerned. 



France’ s special relationship with Arabs

PARIS — 

Ever since President Charles de Gaulle abmptly 


turned his bade on Israel at the start of the Azab- 
Isiaeli war in 196?, France has avidly 'sought a 
spedal relationship with the Arab woild. 

The latest example of this policy was Valery Gis- 
card cfEstaing's 10-day tour of the Gulf states, 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia last month, during whidi 
he dedared France's strong support for the establ- 
ishment of a Palestinian homeland. 

The Frendi president also endorsed a policy of 
non-alignment for the area, urging Arab leaders to 
keep the Gulf free of superpower involvemenL 
France's pursuit of a spedal reiatioosMp witih the 
Arab world springs from several causes, including 
the historic French determination to be seen as an 
independtet power. In the Middle East. France has 
tried oontiniially to set itself apart Jbom the pro- 
Israeli stance of the 'Unit(^ Bta^. both to satisfy 
' itself and the Arabs. 

“If France were to align itself wtii some other 
’countries' pxilit^, then French policy would be sim- 
ple, but it would cease to exist as such.*' Giscaid 
<f Estaisg said in a recent television discussion with 
French journalists. “Seen from die outside. France 
would become the province of a superpower. Hiis 
isn’t the lesson we learned from our history and if s 
not iriiat die people of France want. They want ns to 
be loyal to our alliances, as indeed we are, and at the 
same time pursue an independent policy that 
respects our solidarities.’* 

Then in an agile display of French logic, Giscaid 


went on to say; “France is a member of an alliance, 
but while belonging to diat alliance it is not 
aligned.” 

In the months before the Frendi presidential 
electicm, expected to take place about a year from 
now, ^iscafo will be pursuing this GauUist fbre^ 
poli^ line to fte hilt — not only in regard to the 
Middle East, Af^anbtan and Iran, but also with 
Africa, NATO, and even vitb Fiance's Common 
Market pannecs. 

Beyond the GauUist ideology however, Frendi 
poli^ in the Middle East is one of hard economic 
self-interest, in whidi suppon of the Arab cause is 
calculated to further French trading goals. There is 
noduttg unusual about a country adopting polides 
to further its economic ends. 

But French needs are ovenrfi elming . More than 
any other country in Europe, France depends cm 
imported sources oi energy — of whidi 56 per cent 
is imported oiL In 1979, Fiance ran up a trade 
defidt of approximately $ 9.5 bUlion witii die 
Oigaruzation of Petroleum Eiqiorting Countries. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that France is ready and 
anxious to sell arms, nudear reactors to help pay its 
oUbill. 

There has been little of a “grai^ de^i” strategy 
to Frendi policy in the I^didle East inm^ last 15 
years. It has largely been a series of tactical moves 
c^ering the Arabs synqiatliy and trade Triiile the 
Americans were backing Israel. 

To date, however. Fiance has exerted little ioQii- 
ence on the course of events in the Middle East. But 
things could be dxaaging. Giscard is trying to 
arrange a conference ^ the countries of j^rc^. 


Aincaand the Middle East — exduding the Um'ted 
States and die Soviet Union. He has been discussing 
the idea for almost a year now. 

His next move will probably come when he plays 
host to a summit conference oS French-speaking 
African states in Nice next month. If, as eqiecied, 
he gets the gathering to back his idea of a Euro- 
African-Arab ponference — in which France uiJl 
try to take'the lead — Giscard will no doubt make it 
a dieme of his reelection canqiaign in 1981. 

Frendi diplomai^ in the Middle East is inactive, 
awaiting the ontcome of President Carter's talks 
with ^yptian President Anwar Sadat and l^eli 
Prime M^ter Menabem Begin oa which the ulti- 
mate fate of the Camp David agreements depends. 

“ When you analyze dosely what Giscard actually 
said an did on his Middle East trip and compare 
it to France’s basic diplomatic positions and 
attitudes on die Middle East peace process, you find 
that he pulled tiff a radieT ^Iful politick prop- 
aganda act without chan^ng anything basi^Iy." 
said a high-ranking Paris diplomat involved in Mid- 
dle East affairs. 

“He got a lot of publidty and credit for saying 
dungs about the Palestinians and Ac Palestine 
problem while he was out there, and he managed to 
make France look like the leadCT of die cause. Then 
when it came to taking a position in the, United 
Nations on the Psdestine resolution (to guarantee a 
Palestinian state) whidi followed his trip to the 
Middle East, die Frendi lined up solidly to get die 
resdution shelved until after die Camp David pro- 
cess either succeeds or fails.”

Spain to lift Gibraltar

MADRID — 

The 11-year siege of the Rode of Gibraltar is 
esqiected in Madrid to end soon, de^te the less 
optimistic assertion by the British Foreign Secret- 
ary, Lord Carrington, that die frontier win be 
.reopened as soon as possible after June 1. 

Certainly an end to the siege is in si^t as a result 
of the Lisbon agreement signed by Lord Carrington 
and Spanish Foreign Nfinister Marcelino Orcja, 
recentiy. 

The Anglo-Spanish ax-point agreement in fset 
sets no date for the ending of the blockade. It is 
aimed at improving relations between the two coun- 
tries “in a spirit ctf friendship and in line widi the 
United Nations resolution^' — resolutions, ind- 
dentally, which support the Spanish claim to 
sovereignly over die two-and-a-half-square-nule 
peninsula. 

According to Article Five of the agreement; 
Spain ruffirms its right to the territory but at the 
same nme recognizes the rights of the Gibral- 
tarians. 

While the joint negotiating committee wbidi is 
being set up must meet before June 1, immediate 
steps will be taken “to re-establidi direa communi- 


cations, suspending the present measnres.” 

Informed sources in Madrid belieiv that the feny 
boats will soon be steaming across the Bay 
Algedras and, a week or so later, the sted mesh 
b^er between La Linea and the Rock will be 
lifted. 

Franco started his si^ in 1969. In June of that 
year the land frontier was dosed and the ferry ser-' 
vice ^ stopped.

This created an economic crisis, not only for the 
25,000 Gibraltarians, the so-called "‘Rock Scorp- 
ion^' , but also for the tiiousands (tf Spamsh workers 
who commuted daily from the mainland to woric in 
GihraJtai's dodQtard and hotels. 

The Franco r^june' s attempt to create new indus- 
tries in the “Campo de Gib^tai”, to absorb the 
new unemployed, proved a failure. In fact tiie Gib- 
raltarians, witii the help of British studies, sur- 
vived the aege feiriy bappQy. Their ^>anisb nei^ 
bors suffered much more severely.

Britain daims the Gibraltarians have the right to 
dedde their own future and if th^ insist on retain-. 


mg their British status, they should not be c compel-

Nearly all 
Spanish .politicians, apart from the extreme ri^t- 
vring, would doubtless be happy to g^e autonomy 
to tile Rock, and a home rale government guaran- 
teed by both Biitam and Spain ooold be worked ont 
giving die Gibraltarians the best of both worlds. 

But the veteran diief minister of Gibraltar, Sir 
Joshoa Hassan, who has the enthuriastic support of 
the majority of bis compatriots, is not in a condliat- 
oiy mood after tl years of living under a siege.

Ire hits U.S. chemical warehouse 


ELIZIABETH, New Jersey, April 22 ( AP) 
_ Aj a fire roared throu^ a condemned 
warehouse filled with deadly and explosive 
chemicals o^icials warned residents of New 
York and New Jersey to stay indoors Tuesday 
to avoid toxic fumes. 

“ We're concerned thatwre must notify the 
people of the city of New York of the danger 
they may free, ” state police superintendent 
C3inton L. Pagano said as a huge black cloud 
floated above the flames here. 

Authorities urged Staten Island residents 
to take precuations to avoid fumes from the 
toxic chemicals stored in a warehouse closed 
by New Jersey officials last year. 

Pagano said residents of the nearby island, 
part of New York City, should remain shel- 
tered until authorities identified substances 


in a cloud that drifted across the waterway 
between the two states. Meanwhile, schools 
here were closed and dozens of area residents 
left their homes voluntarily. 

The blaze was reported fate .Monday. 
Flames continued leaping as high as 1 00 met- 
ers in the air through the night, illuminating 
the dark cloud. 

Continual explosions rocked the srte and 
h ea tf ri barrels containing the chemicals hur- 
tled into the air. 

The Chemical Control Corp. warehouse on 
the Elizabeth waterfront was closed last year 
after officials discovered at least 35,000 bar- 
rels of deadly, unmarked chemicals were 
stored outside the warehouse in punctured, 
leaking drums. 

Dr. Richard Dew'Iing. deputy adminis- 


trator for the U.S. Environmental Pr o tection 
Agency, said most of the barrels found when 
the warehouse was closed last year are stQl 
there. He said about 5,000 had been 
removed. 

** Our concern is the potential plnme 
(cloud) and which w^ the plume could be 
moving, " Dewlmg said. He said h w*as to be 
tested by a helimpter-based laboratory. 

State Assemblyman Raymond Lesnrak 
said ** there are some of the most dangerous 
poisons and chemicals ~ in the plant.

Demanded unconditional surrender 


N, Vietnam officer recounts fall of Saigon 


HANOI, April 22 (AFP) — The man who 
captured ^gon five years ago and ended 
decades of war in Vietnam has talked for the 
first time to a Western journalist about how 
be did it. 

On April 25. 1975, Li. Col. Nguyen Tat 
Tai of the North Vietnamese army was with 
his airaored brigade on highway one 100 
kilometers north East of &igon when he 
received the order to take the South Viet- 
namese capital. 

Five days later in the presidential palace he 
was demanding unconditional surrender 
from South Vietnamese bead of state Duong 
Yan Minh"Big Mih”. 

Today, at the age of 48, Tai is st31 in the 
army. He tells his story relaxed in a chair, the 
sleeves of his military shirt rolled up and bis 
forehead creased wi^ lines which make him 
aji^ar older than the is. Sometimes a sU^t 
nervous tic crosses his free. 

On March 19, 1975, he was at Quang Tri 
on the 17tb parallel, the official border bet- 
ween the two Vletoams established by the 
Geneva accords of 1954, when he received 
the order to drive south to Uberate the coun- 
try. 

“The fighting was tough. At first we had to 
break ttaiou^ the first defense lines at Hue 
and Da Nang, then later at Phan Rang we 
came up against the last defense line of the 


south and there were losses," Tai said. 

He refused to give details of the losses or 
say how many tanks and men his brigade bad 
at the outset. 

“We broke through the second line and 
continued the advance through Phan lUet, 
Ham Tan and Vung Tau. It was then that we 
were given the order to march on Saigon with 
the aim of taking it by persuasion or force," 
Tai went on. 


“The fighting was still hard, especially at 
Nuoc Trang, less than 20 kilometers from 
Saigon, where it took nearly three days to be 
through against at least 20,000 southern 
iniantiy supported by about 40 tanks."

“Only a few of the inhabitants showed 
themselves at windows and doors, but I saw 
several flags of the South Vietnamese 
National Liberation Front (Viet Cong) hang- 
ing from balconies.

Sergeant-president impresses diplnmatsi 

Liberia^ s soldier government ^on side of people^ 


MONROVIA^ April 22 (AP) — The 
sofdier pointed his submachme gun at the 
taxi on the highway from the airport into 
Monrovia, and the car screeched to a halt. 

The soldier ejqdained politely that be 
just wanted a lift into die c^. He took the 
dip out of his weapon and stowed the gun 
to the taxf s passenger. 

We soldieis are on the side of the peo- 
ple,” he said. “Libexia is a new country 
now that wef ve got rid of the old guard.'* 
The old guard was the core of the True 
Whig par^, swept in a militaiy coup April 
12 that resulted in the assassination of 
Piesident William Tolbert The coup was 
led by 28-year-old Master ^igeant 
Samuel K. Doe, who became piesidenL 
Western diplomats are impnessed with 
the p e r for m ance of the young chief of 
state, who none of them had ever beard of 
behxe. They say be is highly intenigent 
and makes iq> for his lack of admini^ra- 
dve experience by wining!^ taking advice. 

“He is dearly the man who takes the 
dedrions,*' one ambassador said. “He is 
extreme^ popular as a result of the coup, 
and all those around him display an 
intense personal loyalty to bhn.” 

Liberia, Africa's first independent 
lepoUic, was founded 133 years ago by 
American slaves. Until Doe's coup, 


political and economic life was'dominated 
by their descendants, wto make up onfy 3 
per cent of the 1 .5 nuQUxi pe^Ie. Doe is 
the first chief of state without an Ameri- 
can ancestor. 

The 1 8 enlisted men wto stormed the 

executive manrinn and agfifMawnatftrt Xol- 
beit now make up the ruling Peoi^'s 
Redemption Council. Several have 
received big promotions, altbou^ Doe 
did not promote himself. Staff Sergeant 
Thomas Ouiwonkpa, for example, 
became a brigadier general and comman- 
der of the armed forces. 

AO the council members are from the 
Krahn tribe, a small minority gronp in 
noTtbeastem Liberia. But diplomats say 
Doe intends to broaden the tribal base of 
his regime. 

The largely cirilian cabinet includes 
three holdovers from Tolbeif s govern- 
ment, two of them Liberians of U.S. des- 
cent. 

The bodies of Tolbert and 27 others 
Idned during the coup were shoveled into 
a mass grave by a buUdoxer on the out- 
skirts of Monro-via while a crowd 
screamed insults and hurled stones at the 
bodies. Twenty-two other former higb- 
ranldng officials are on trial on charges of 
“high treason, rampant oomiption, mis- 


use of public office and gross violation of 
tbe civil and human rights of the Liberian 
people." 

Tbe defendants are not allowed defense 
attorneys, and there is no prosecutor. The 
accused men appear before tbe militaiy 
court one after another to be interrogated 
by the five members of the tribunal. All 
beard so far have frieaded innocent. A 
soldier records tbe proceedings on a 
^pe w riter. 

Tbe principal defendant, former Justice 
Minister Joseph Chesson, defiantly 
asserted that there was “not a scintilla of 
evidence" against him. The typist tuned 
to the prisoner and said: “How do you 
spell scintiOa?" 

Several of tbe accused men put all the 
hiatwft for the widespread corruption and 
abuse of power on TolberL Former Fore- 
ign Minister Cecil Dennis said he warned 
the inresideDt he was violating the con- 
stitution. P. Clarence Parker, tbe treas- 
urer of tbe True Whig party, said: “Tol- 
bert and all his family were cra^, and tbe 
entire countiy was subjected to insanity." 

' The government newspaper, Tke New 
Liberian, appealed to the new regime “to 
exercise restraint with regard to capital 
p unishmen t for political ofienses." But 
government officials said *'at least a few*' 


death sentences were expected, to demon- 
strate determinatioD to stamp out corrup- 
tion and abuses of power. 

In tbe first three days after the raup, the 
soldiers went on a rampage of violence 
and robbery. Many shops and homes were 
looted and there were reports of rape. By 
tbe end of the week, most of the troops 
were back in their barracks and order had 
been restored. A government decree said 
any member of the security forces carrying 
out an arrest without a legal warrant 
would “himself be put in jail and the 
arrested person released immediately." 

Three soldiers were riiot by firing squad 
Thursday for “looting and subversive 
activities.’' Doe attended the public 
execution and said the same fete awaited 
“anyone engaging in activities not in line 
with tbe objectives of the April 1 2 coup." 

U.S. embassy officials said Doe 
responded immediately when told of 
da^erous violatioas of military discip- 
line. Francois Mages, manager of the 
Intercontinental Hotel, reported armed 
soldiers were robbing his guests, and Doe 
came to the hotel hiouelf to restore order. 

Doe has assured American officials he 
wants to continue the close friendly rela- 
tions that have always existed between tbe 
Liberian and U.S. governments. 
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Colombia seeks outside mediation 


BOGOTA, April 22 < AP? — The Colom- 
bian government is turning to international 
mediation for tbe first time in its talks with 
the M-19 guerriUas holding 1? diplomats 
hostage in tbe Oominican Republic’s 
emba^ here.

intercede in the negotiations. 

The commission was invited to Colombia 
by the government at the guerrillas' wquest to 
investigate alleged human rights vioiations. 

Last week, the London-based human rights 
group Amnesty International reported cases 
of torture, arbitrarv* arrests and disappear- 
ances in Colonibia.'

Spokesman Hodding Carter caDed Iran's 
pridttg policies highway robbery, *' and 
said Japan's refusal to pay, even diai^ 
based on economic reasons, carried wider 
implications. 

He noted that Pormgai had announced a 
refusal to buy Iranian oil as its way of support- 
ing U.S. efforts to force Tehran to release the 
American hostages held sinoe November 4. 

** Both cases.,, represented brave steps 
whose economic consequei^ for bo± 
nations are dear. ” Carter said. ** Hiey also 
cany messages to Iran whidi are equally 
clear. ** 

The administration has been urging U.S. 
allies to jmn it in putting economic pressure 
on Iran in hopes of getting the hostages 
released.

and one wtiidi we hope others wfll emulate. " 

The United States has consulted with 
Japan frequently on its fuel needs, be said, 
but did not give details of steps diat mi^t be 
taken. 

Prices on the free spot oil market were 
unchanged Tuesday from last weel^s levels, 
despite the suspension of Iranian oil supplies 
to Japan, London oil traders said. 

Suuw oil industry executives have said they 
are concerned abo ut supplies because of Iran, 
which could result in a rush of stocl^ile with- 


drawals on the spot market — where oil not 
sold on long term contract is freely traded — 
which would probably trigger a new toimd of 
oil price rises. 

Traders said Tuesday crudes continued to 
seD at spOjt rates between $35 and $3&50 a 
barrel and that they could detect no sign of 
any surge in crude or product prices. 

Japan has been buyi^ about 300,000 bar- 
rels a day of spot oil and refined products and 
Tokyo government sources said Tuesday 
th^ believe it could increase these pur- 
chases to help make up the loss of 520,000 
barrels a day from Iran, without disturbing 
the market 

The oil industry worries (hat any sharp rise 
in spot prices could, as it did last year, tempt 
members of tte Organization of PeMleum 
Exporting Countries to follow witii an 
increase in their official price limits. 

The m anaging director of Japu's Tao 
Neniyo Kogyo Refinery, Nobuyuki Nakab- 
ara, told the Tokyo business daily NiUei Sm • 
gyo that he befieves Japanese and other 
non-Communist buyers probably would rush 
to the spot market and push the price up 
sharply. 

British Petroleum (BP) and the Royal 
Dutch Shell Group also are challenging Iran's 
$2.50 a barrel price increase — Iran sus- 
pended Japanese supplies when Japanese 
importers, under government instructions, 
refosed to pay it. 

Industry sources said nertfaer BP nor Shell 
had lifted any Iran oil since April 1 . Together, 
tb^ are contracted to buy an averse of 
245,000 barrels a day. 

According to Dirk De Bruyne, chairman of 
the SbeD Group, managing direct sales of 
consumer reserves will eventually determine 
whether or not a new criris over oil from Iran 
affajK supplies. 

De Bruyne toldiepoitexs. in London last 
week that Iranian exports bad fallen, to about 
two percent of world needs, they aie*'fickle” 
and bow that supplies are high, could easfly 
be dispensed with.

African council urges 
economic independence 

LAGOS, Nigeria, April 22 (AP) — A 
council of ministers meeting of tiie 49- 
member Organization of African Unity 
opened Monday with uigings to African 
watirms to lesscD theiT dependence on the 
economies of developed countries. 

“ Our political independence has been 
robbed of meaningfril economic content, " 
Nigerian vice president Ali Ekwueme sdd in 
an address to the opening session, the official 
news agency of Nigeria reported. 

The five-day meeting was summtmed to 
draw up an agenda for the OAU summit 
starting in Lagos next week. 

The African states met for the first time 
widi r^esentatives of Africa's newest inde- 
pendent state, Zimbabwe, presenL 

Ekwueme said two decades after most 
African countries adiieved independence, 
their economies still show signs of serious 
under-development. 

The states development strategies had so 
far “ only helped to increase our dependence 
on tile erstwl^e colonial masters rather than 
strengthen our capacity for self-reliance. " 
he said. 

EEC, Cyprus discuss 
association accord 

NICOSIA. April 22 (R) — A delegation 
from the Common Market Commission and 
the Earc^)ean Investment Bank had a meet- 
ing Tuesday with the president of the Cyprus 
House of Representatives, Alecos 
Michaelides, the Cyprus News Agency 
reported. 

The delegation is in Cyprus to continue 
exploratory talks on the second stage of the 
Qprns-EEC association ^reement 
They wfll also discuss economic and finan- 
cia! copperation witiun the framework of the 
financial protocol between Cyprus and the 
EEC 

Hierre Duebateau. bead of the delegation, 
who is director of the commission's 
Directorate-General of External Affairs, 
said his misaon was a follow-up to the one 
sent to Cyprus in May last year. 


WASHINGTON. April 22 (AP) - 
America's top spy told Congress Tuesday the 
Soviet Union feces an “extremely painfuF' 
dn^ in oil sui^lies and soon will compet- 
ing «itb other buyers on the worid market for 
mi that is already in short sui^y. 

In fact. Central InKlligenee Director 
Staixsfield Turner said he can' t rule out a Rus- 
sian attempt to come up with more oil 
tiirougb '^orccfril action" sidi as “covert 
subversfon" ' or even “military actimi.” 
'Turner, in rare public testimony, told the 
Senate Energy Committee the oundi in Rus- 
aan oC would come because Semet oil pro- 
duction wiD^beak this year and then drop. 

At the s;^e time, he said, Saudi Arabia 
will likely reduce production ttya million bar- 
rels daily this summer. 

For Russian leaders. Turner smd. “the p^- 
icy options ... to adjust to reduced sup^es 

are all extremely painful" 

In testimony prepared for detivery , Turner 


predicted tiie Soviets will try to trade for oil at 
reduced prices by offering to sell w*eap<ms or 
other eomif nvHries to oil-producing nations. 

“More forceful action, ranging from covert 
subversioo intimidation, or. in the 
extreme, militaiy action cannot be ruled 
out," Ttiruer said. 

Turner painted an extremely pessimistic 
picture of worid energy reserves in the next 
decade. 

“There is good reason to believe that the 
most p mitfir naT producing areas have already 
been located and drilled." he said. “Even 
witii modern tedmolog}'. the chance of find- 
ing new giant fields is diminishing." 

Among Middle Eastern producers. Turner 
said Saudi Arabia could potentially increase 
its capacity by a million barrels over current 
production of 9.5 nullion barrels daily.

Australia vrithdraws 
support for Iran’s 
non-food exports 

CANBERRA. April 22 (R) — Australia 
annoonced Tuesday it was wife drawing all 
government support for exports to Iran of 
non-food items sudi as wool, steel, and 
madiinery. 

Foreign Minister Andrew Peacock told 
parliament he was ending a government- 
funded insurance scheme for exports to Iran 
as weil as incentive payments made to ejqx>r- 
ters of goods to Ir^. 

Government offidals said they expected 
the measures would result in noik-food trade 
with Iran drying up. Non-food exports 
amounted to $ 17.5 mfllion in the first seven 
months of this finandal year, government 
sources said. 

Peacock also announced a ban on further 
sales of shooting range target equ^ment to 
Iran — the only military equipment ennentty 
exported to Tehran. 

But he stopped short of limiring trade in 
food products, wbidi make op tiie bulk of the 
exports to Iran. Sales of meat and wheat 
amounted to S 82 million in the seven months 
to January. 

Peacock told pariiament that to assume 
American forbearance over the hostages was 
unlimited or to equate it with indifieienoe or 
weakness would be a grave mistake. 

“ A great democracy cannot be expected 
to wait indefeoxtely whifle revolutionary fec- 
tions resolve their differences — witii tiie 
lives of its dtizens being used as pawns. " he 
said.

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Record time in Boston 

Woman winner accused 


of faking Marathon run 


BOSTON, Mass. ApriJ 22 ( AP) — Suspici- 
ion of a &ked race arose Monday after Rosie 
Ruiz, a Manhattan office worker who claims 
to have run in only one previous marathon, 
was dedared the r^rd-seccing mooer in the 
women's division of Monday’s Boston 
Marathon. 

The woman tearfully denied she cheated 
and said the suggestions upset her. 

“We have grave doubts right now, but we 
will do everything possible in tbe next week 
to check if there was a deception,” said Wil 
Cloney, director of tbe Boston Athletic 
ANixnatioo Marathon. 

“V^en 1 crosKd the finish line, 1 tbougfai 
some women were ahead of me. I don' t know 
what the top runners look alike,” Ruiz told 
the Associated Press in an interview after she 
left the race area. 

“These people are familiar with running. 1 
just ran best 1 could,” she said. 

She attributed skepticism to race ofOdals, 
seeing her short hair, may have mistaken her 
lor a male runner. 

Cloney said he would investigate whether 
Ruiz, 26, bad run the entire race. 

Suspidons w*ere first raised because no one 
had heard of Ruiz and because of her excep- 
tionally ^t time. 

Fred Lebow, president of the New York 
Roadninnenf Club, with a membership of 
16,000, called Ruiz “a pboney*' and said she 
was not seen among the top six women at the 
22-mile mark. He said she showed no physi- 
cal evidence of running a marathon and she 
was unfamiliar with loadruncing terms. 

Others at the interview said she did not 
know the meaning of a “split,” which is a set 
of miles used very commonly by distance 
runners in their training. 

“1 have been training hard since the begin- 
ning of this ^car. My boss is a runner, and be 
saidj “If you go to Boston and wear our 
T-shirt, we’D pay for.your trip.” 

bhe said she runs 20 to 12 mOes jo lier 
lunch .:our around Central Park, on Fifth 
Avenue or along the Hudson River. 


“I wanted to run Boston. Pm just happy 1 
did it,” ste said. 

Ruiz hit the finish line in 2 hours. 31 
minutes and 54 seconds, nearly fom minutes 
better than the record set by Maine* s Joan 
l^ooit last year. 

In overall race finals, American Bi& Rod- 
gers easily won bis fourth Boston Marathon 
Mraday and also equalled a record by finisb- 
ing first for the third successive year. 

Rodgers broke away from tbe 5,394- 
runner field midway through the 26-miIe 365 
yards race, steadily increased his lead, and 
coasted home one minute and nine seconds 
ahead of second place Marco Maicbaei of 
Italy. 

Rodgen, who began bis Boston triumphs 
in 1975, docked two hours, 12 mi&tiCes 11 
seconds, but was unable to improve&oii bis 
course record of 2.09.27 set last year, 
because lie was never pressed. 

Qaienoe Demar was tbe onfy other runner 
to score three straight Boston victories and 
tliat was in the 1920Ts. 


The entry was comparativeiy weak because 
many top overseas runners were coocentrat- 
iiig on Olympic training. 

American Ron Tabb was third in 2:14.48, 
Michael Koussis of Greece fourth in 2:16.03, 
and American Paul Friedman fifth in 
2:16.46. 

Second among tbe women was Canadian 
Jacqueline Gareauto followed by American 
Patty lyons and Gillian Adams of Britain.

Hostages jeopardized, Carter says 


WASHINGTON. April 22 (Agsodes) — 
President Jimmy Carter said a rapidly 
deteriorating political situation in Iran is 
jeopardizing the safety of the American hos- 
tag^ and may influence the timing of new 
U.S. moves to free them. 

"1 don't know how much longer we can sit 
here and see them kept captive while the 
situation around them does deteriorate," 
Carter said in an interview uith CBS broad- 
cast network. 

As Carter spoke, Monday, several Iranian 
campuses, for the fourth straight day, were 
scenes of disturbances touched oif by an offi- 
cial order closing political party headquarters 
and purging anti- Islamic elements. 

Carter was asked by newsman Walter 
Cronkite whether any military move toward 
Iran might not jeopa^ize the hostages, held 
at the American embas^. " 1 consider them in 
jeopardy now," the president answered. 

“There is a volatile political situation in 
Ir an. 1 think the structure of the government, 
the soda] structure and the economic struc- 
ture lately is deteriorating foirly rapidly." 

According to reports reaching here, Iran's 
unemployment rate is now 40 per cent. 

Carter did not discuss his strategy for fre- 
eing the hostages although five days ago he

DALLAS, April 22 (LAT) — Anyone 
who happened to be looking for builder Dave 
Fox or realtor Ebby Halliday or cosmetics 
maker Mary Kay Ash or a favorite bank vice 
president one day recently, would have had 
trouble finding them. 

They were over at the Fairmont Hotel with 
about 350 other Dallas executives learning 
how not to be kidnapped. 

Like a captive audience of students taking 
a required political science course, they were 
learning the new realities of being wealthy in 
a world they were told is increasingly hostile 
to those with money. 

Most of them were not taking it kindly. 

*rfaey learned that Dallas is considered the 
** kidnap capital " of America, with eight 
executive extortion abductions in the past 
eight years. 

They learned that their mansions were 
under surveillance, that their cars were opul- 
ent targets, that their financially secure 
families were vulnerable to attack. They 
learned that persons listed in the dty direc- 
tory or with listed telephone numbers are far 
too visible. They learned that a low profile is 
the order of the day. 

They learned that chatty acquaintances 
were suspect, that reserved parking spaces 
with nametags were obsolete and that when 
faced with a kidnapping they or their com- 
panies or their families or their friends have 
little choice but to pay. 

There was much grumbling about burglar 
alarms, the death penalty and the press. 
There was also some quiet soul-searching 
about the value of money when weighed 
against life. 

'* Money didn't make any difference at 
all," said speaker Jack Evans, chairman of 
the Cullum Companies, and a kidnap victim 
himself in February 1978. “ Money is minor 
in a situation like that. " 


The seminar was sponsored by the local 
offrcesofthe FBI. Each of the executives paid 
$ 2S apiece for the all-day affair, which 
detailed this new and painful assessment of 
what is and will be a growing threat to their 
ways of life. 

“ With what we're going through in this 
economy, there's going to be a whole lot 
more of it, " Evans said. 

Speaker after speaker hammered at tbe 
question of habit. Even golf days and rac- 
quetbal appointments should be shuffled at 
random. Valet parking should be kept to a 
minimum. Solo car trips on quiet residential 
streets were discouraged. One agent even 
suggested that the executives carpool to 
work. 


“ No one has ever been kidnaped from a 
carpool, " he said. 

There were audible grumbles from the 
crowd. 

But it was a deadly business, and for the 
non-believers Evans told about bis friend, a 
food executive from Oklahoma, who 
approached him after one of his speeches on 
kidnapping. Evans said his ffiend had 
ordered his company never to pay a ransom if 
he happened to be abducted. A short time 
later, the man was abducted. His company 
refused to pay a ransom and the man was shot 
to death. His wife also abducted, remains 
crippled from a gunshot wound. 

Even so, some of the businessmen grew 
bored. Some grew hostile. " At least I didn't 
waste a lot of money on this, " snapped one as 
be tossed his name tag on the registration 
table after only 20 minutes. “ What a 
waste." 

“ Just wait until a member of his family 
sets kidnapped. " countered an FBI agent,

Mrs. Timm said it was a small miracle" 
that brought her together with her 20-year 
old son, the youngest of the hostages at the 
embassy compound. 

But State Department officials saidlranian 
militants had scored a “brutal propaganda 
victory" by allowing the meeting in return for 
Mis. Timms' televised visits to the burial site 
of alleged victims of thp former Shah of Iran. 

Concern about such activities bad made 
the administration reluctant to condone 
future visits by hostage family members. 

Carter ordered a ban on travel to Iran last 
Thursday but Mrs. Timm will not be prose- 
cuted because the directive will not take 


effea until it is published in tbe federal regis- 
ter Tuesday or Wednesday, officials said. 

Tbe penalty for riolating the ban is a fine of 
up to S 2.000 and imprisonment of upto five 
years. There is no penalty for travel to a 
restricted area without a U.S. passport. 

In Tehran. President Abolhassan Bani 
Sadr Tuesday declared an Islamic cultural 
revolution in Iran's univeisities after using 
the threat of a huge govemment-s(tonsored 
demonstration to oustremaining leftists from 
their campus strongholds. 

Speaking to tens of thousands of pro- 
government supporters at the university he 
said: “This is the great cultural revolution 
promised by the Koran to the people and it 
represents the sovereignty of the people." 

Tuesday marked the end of defiamce by the 
Marxist Fedayeen<movement of a Revolutio- 
nary Council decree ordering all political 
groups to shut down their campus offices as 
the first stage in the Islamicisation of the uni- 
versities. 

Islamic fundamentalists armed with clubs, 
stones, and knives tried unsuccessfully Mon- 
day to oust tbe leftist from the campus in 
day-long clashes that left at least three people 
dead and several hundred wounded.

Counterfeiters reap a fortune 

Bogus watches flood Hong Kong market 


HONG KONG. April 22 (AP) — Hong 
Kons^s position as tbe world's largest expor- 
ter of watches has made this British colony a 
center for watch counterfeiters despite gov- 
ernment efforts to stamp out the fakes. 

Trade investigators seized record numbers 
of fake watches and watch parts during 1 979, 
but a highly organized counterfeit watch syn- 
dicate is still believed to have reaped hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

“Fd like to suggest we're controlling the 
counterfeiting of watches, but we're not con- 
taining it," said John M. Howard, the gov- 
emmenf s chief trade investigator. “It’s a lot 
like drugs. Where there are high profits, 
you’re never going to completely stamp it 
out." 

In 1978, Hong Kong replaced Switzerland 
as the world’s largest exporter of watches. 
The Hong Kong Trade Development Council 
said the colony kept its top ranking in 1979. 
with Switzerland in second place and Japan in 
third. The chief target for local counterfeiters 
are name-brand Swiss and Japanese mechan- 
ical watches. 

Howard said a good “fly-by-night" watch 
maker can put together six or seven watches 
per hour, pack his ^uipment after 12 hours 
and disappear, leaving few dues for inves- 
tigatois. 

Last year, the counterfeiters entered the 
slectronic watch market for the first time. 
Howard predicted there would be more elec- 
tronic fakes as the popularity of digital 
watches grows. 

Unlike the mechanical fakes, however, the 


Japanese and Swiss electronic fakes are being 
manufactured the legitimate factories on spe- 
cial order for overseas buyers, he said. Profits 
from electronic fekes are smaller but Howard 
said counterfeiters can produce more 
watches, usually lots of 20,000 at a time. 

Tbe meebaoi^ fakes are destined primar- 
ily for Southeast Asia, tbe Middle and 
Africa while Howard said the electronicfekes 
are mainly sold to Europe and the Unifed 
States. 

Earlier this year, a Thai woman was 
arrested leaving Hong Kong with 30 fake 
watches marked ‘‘Role:^' and 270 fakes 
marked “Sandoz." 

Howard said she claimed she bought tbe 
“Role;^' fekes for $7 apiece, the “Sandof’ 
Cakes for $6 apiece, and expected to make a 
25-35 per cent profit when she sold them in 
Bangkok. She was fined $800.

Balloon floats straits 


ALGECIRAS, Spain, April 22 ( AP) — A 
Spanish television newsman, Jesus Gonzalez 
Green, made the first recorded solo crossing 
of the Straits of Gibraltar in a balloon 
recently. 

Crossing the straits separating Europe 
from Africa, Green took off aboard his 2,500 
cubic meter balloon from Tarife, Spain's 
southernmost point, at 0815 GMT and 
arrived at the Spanish post of Ceuta, on 
Morocco’s nonh coast, at 1015 GMT. 

A Spanish navy patrol boat and a helicop- 
ter followed his flight. 


China and the easing of travel restrictions to 
visit there, be said, there's a potential large 
market for oountexfeit watches “so tbe gov- 
ernment is watching the situation carefully."

Howard said there are no estimates for 
bow many feke watches past authorities, 
but he said the number would be small .bi 
comparison to tbe legal ejqxnts. Jn 1979, 
Hong Kong exported 73.4 million watdies 
valued at more than $700 million. 

Cbaries A. Dubois, Far East manager for 
the Swiss Watch industry Information Crater 
and its chief watchdog on counterfeiters, said 
he is “quite pleasetT with the government's 
campaign to stamp out counterfeiters — 
whidi includes rewards to infonnrats paid by 
the government and Swiss and Japanese 
watchmakers. 

“The problem appeared about a dozen 
years ago and then it increased very quickfy/' 
Dubois said. “But for tbe last few, years, it 
toems to be decT^ng and things seem much 
better than in the past*' 

Howard said be believes a syndiate run by 
a group' of counterfeiters from . southern.; 
Chma has been making fake watches-fof sev- 
eral years — doing rnanufecturing in Hong 
Kong and Taiwan and operating a dMbu- 
tion network through Singapore.
